It may be trve, that the raifing the ge- 
neral Head of Stocks upon the Profpeé of a 
_ Peace was a Humour, and putting an ima- 


 giaary Valu: to Things. which thofe Things 
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in their own Nature could nor fupport, 
and fpeaki gto th- Norure of the Thing, 
fo it was Fo: chis will for ever hold 
true, that the Encreafe of Peace will be che 

--Encreafe of Trade, and rhe Encreafe of 
Trade will raife rhe Velue of Money— 
And all our Advances hitherto upon pub- 
lick Funds, tho’ they have been glorious 
Teftimonies of the Wealth of this Nation, 
and of the Faith and Honour of the Go- 
vernment, yet I never faid they were 
Proofs of the Encreaf+ of Trade————_ And 
the Flux of Monev upon Interefts, Annui- 
ties, ic. be the Fund never fo good, yet 
a: in Times of Peace there will not be that 
Occafion for it on one hand; fo if there 
were, there would not be that Quantity on 
the other hand ; che Reafon is plain. the 
Chanel would be turn’d another way, and 
Trade would ingulph the Cafh, in order to 
make greater Advantages. 

For this Rezfon I fay, even the raifing 
the Credit of Banks and Stocks for the Prof- 
peét of Peace is an Abfurdity ; and if Peace 
fhould come, they would be of Je{s Value 
than they are now. 

But if che Abfurdity be plain here, it is 
ten-fold greater the other way ; ifthe Hopes 
of an End of the War rais’'d the Rate of 
Stocks without any real Ground, only by 
the Strength of Art, by Management and 
Humour, that is by the foolifh Humour of 
the People, and the Artifice of rhe Stock- 
jobbers feruing up. their.wild Notions to 
Extravagancies, that no Body can account 
for ; how evidently does it prove, that it 
is in the Power of thefe Mercenaries to 
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dit to vore, fet the Exchequer to’Sule. aod 


put a Value upon the Nation juft.as they 


pleafe ? ; 

Let the prefent State of the new Sub- 
fcription to the Bank be ao Inftance of their 
Influence, and how fatal this Humour may 
upon Occafion be—Upon the View «f a 
Peace, tho’ that Peace can give no Profpcé 
of the raifing the Value of publick Funds, 
they run up the new Stock tu 25 per Cent. 
Advance, or in Engli(h, this being a fourth 
Part, they have added 625000}. worth of 
Air-Money to the Bank-Stock ; I call it Air, 
for indeed it isno other, nay, and the worft 
Sort of Air too, for it is ten times a more 
conveétible Element than that we breath in.
